British Ship Washington Sunk Only 
Seven Miles From Genoa. 

NEW YORK, May. 30.—Officers of the 
Steamship Virginia who arrived at an 
American port today brought word of 
the sinking of the British freight steam- 
ship Washington by a German subma- 
rine on May 3. The Washington was 
torpedoed, they asserted, only seven 
miles from Genoa, after the naval con- 
voy had left the steamship believing 
her safe from attack. The explosion was 
heard by persons ashore, they declared. 
The Virginia's officers said the U-boats 
operating in the Mediterranean have be- 
come so bold they go almost into har- 
bors, planting mines and cutting nets. 
They declared the German submarines 
are equipped with net cutting apparatus, 
a ‘‘device like a buzz saw,” they de- 
scribed it, which cuts a net “like a hot 
knife through butter.”’

Army officers believe that the act of 
registering will imbue the young men 
with a spirit of patriotism and a desire 
for immediate service. The fact thai 
the standing army units wili be the 
first to see service in France is ex- 
pected to Be an inducement to join the 
,egulare at once. Maj. George W. Goode, 
In Charge of the army recruiting here, 
makes it plain that there is nothing 
to prevent a young man from volunteer- 
ing for army service after he registers 
for the draft. 


What Situation Heveals. 
Recent War Department orders and 
cuthorized statements from Washington 
reveal these interesting and important 
facts concerning the present condition 
of the country’s armed land forces: 

The volunteer system has been a 
failure, fewer than 200,000 having en- 
listed in the regulars and national 
guard, although the country has been 
at war with Germany for three 
months. 

Even the stimulating news that 
Major-General Pershing and a force 
of 28,000 men would he sent to France 
in a short time has failed to assist 
recruiting. 

The presént rate of army enlist- 
ments, 1260 to 1500 a day, must be in- 
~ creased to from 10,000 to 20,000 a day 
if the plans mapped out by the War 
Department are to be carried out. 

If voluntary recruiting continues to 
be a failure, the regular armty units 
and those of the national guard will 
be filled by men in service under the 
first selective draft. 

The national guard is still short 
130,000 men of war strength, despite 
the fact that all of the units are to 
be taken into the Federal service 
between July 15 and Aug. 5.

UNSHIELDED IN BATTLE 


Demand for Better Fighting Con- 
ditions Coupled With Patri- 
otic Appeal to People. 


PETROGRAD, May 30.—The confgress 
of delezates from the front, after a de 
bate on the war, has unanimously vote). 


the following resolution: 

“First, the army in the trenches de- 
clares that it is indispensable to take 
every measure to put an end as quickly 
as possible to the international carnage 
and conclude peace without annexations 
or indemnities, on the basis of the right 
of all nations to dispose of themselves, 
proclaiming at the same time the watch- 
word, ‘whoever wishes for peace must 
prepare for war.’ 

“Second, the army, pointing out that 
the Russian soldiers have been fighting 


hitherto under conditions infinitely 


worse than those of the allies; that the 
Russian. soldier has had to march al- 


most unprotected against the enemy's 
bullets and break with bare arms the 
barbed wire entanglements which the 
allies and the enemy pass freely after 
artillery preparation, deciares that the 
Russian front must be provided with 
munitions and everything necessary to 
maintain the principle, ‘the more metal 
the less gun fodder.’ ”’ 

In conclusion the congress declares 
that the army appeals to all to whom 
free Russia is dear to rally around the 
Council of Soldiers’ and Workmen’s 
Delegates and the provisional Govera- 
ment, and not to permit adventurers to 
let the army become.manure for for- 
eign fields.”’ 

The executive committee of the Coun- 
cil of Workmen's and Soldiers’ delegates 
has issued a stirring appeal to peasants, 
workmen and other citizens to subecribe 
tu the ‘“‘Liberty Loan.’’ The support 
of the loan is urged as a means of 
strengthening the confidence of the pro- 
visional government. 

All of the monks of Russia wil) be 
sent to the front to serve in the De- 
partment of Sanitation, according to or- 
ders issued by the War Ministry. Lay 
brothers will be recruited as soldiers. 
Only recently the monks demanded equal 
political rights with the lay population, 
including the vote, and they have been 
giving other marked evidences of revo- 
lutionary zeal. 

Five hundred criminal prisoners in the 
province of Nizhni-Novgorod have peti- 
tioned the Government that they be sent 
to join the army. A _ special com- 
mission has examined and accepted 300 
of those who signed the netition. 

Vodka Drinking Increasing. 

The increase in the illicit sale of 
vodka and the general wave of intox- 
ication which threatens to spread 
throughout the country, provoking dis- 
orders and endangering the internal 
peace of the country, is the subject of 
a stirring appeal to citizens issued by 
the executive committee of the Council 
of Workmen's and Soldiers’ Delegates. 

‘‘We notice an increase of drunken- 
ness in Petrograd and other parts of 
Russia,’’ reads the appeal. “It is notice- 
able in the streets, railways, factories 
and barracks. Vodka readily is found 
in the villages of the interior, as well 
as at the front. An examination shows 
that many deplorable events in the 
last few weeks were due to drunken- 
ness. 

‘Formerly the Emperor encouraged 
drunkenness, since it helped to support 
the imperial throne. Now the black 
hundred is trying to intoxicate the 
country because it wants to create dis. 
orders, cause civil war and the return 
of the monarchy. Massacres will follow 
the appearance of vodka, villages will 
fight with each other and then the 
servants of the old regime will emerge 
from their hiding places and there will 
be a repetition of what happened in 
19. The work of the revolution wil! 
be drowned in blood by the enemies of 
the people. No one has the right to 
buy vodka or to drink it. Let it disap- 
pear forever, with the old regime.” 


“Annexation’ Defined. 

The newspaper organ of the Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ delegates says: 

‘We must not allow any misinterpre- 
tation of our watchword. ‘Annexation’ 
means the forcible seizure of territory 
in another state on the day of a decia- 
ration of war. . ‘Without annexation’ 
means not a drop of the people's blood 
‘or such a seizure.” 

This publication, after quoting 
English newspapers to the effect that 
the deciaration of the provisional Gov- 
ernment and the pronouncements of the 
revolutionary leaders show that the 
Ruasia peace formula “oincides with 
the Anglo-French war aims, says: 

“You ere deceiving yourselves, gentie- 
men, rather, you are striving vainly 
to deinde your fellow-countrymen ccn- 
cerning the real policy of the Russian 
revolution. The revolution wil) not sac- 
rifice a single soldier to help you repair 
the injustices’ committed 
sgainst you. What about the historic 
niuatices committed by yourselves, and 
your violent oppression of Ireland, In- 
dia. Egypt and innumerable people in- 
habitine al! the continents of the world” 
if you are #0 anxious for. justice that 
you are prepared in ite name to send 
millions of people to the grave, then, 
gentiemen, begin with yourselves.”

IN DOUBT 


Redraft of War Revenue Measur e 
Being Finished; Some Pro- 
Dropped. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.-—Adminis- 
tration influence was brought to bear 
today in favor of amending the war 
tax bill to increase postage rates of 
newspapers, magazines and other 
Publications which pay the cent-a- 
pound rate. 

Postmaster-General Burieson con- 
ferred with Chairman Simmons of the 
Senate Finance Committee which is 
revising the bill and urged the cqm- 
mittee to adopt the amendment of 
Senator Hardwick of Georgia to in- 
crease second-class postage rates. 

Hardwick's plan would add $20,- 
000,000 this year and more in subse- 
quent years to second-class rates by 
a tax ranging from 3 to 8 cents a 
pound upon the advertising portion 
of publications, retaining the present 
rate only on news space. 

Support of the Hardwick plan by 
the Postmaster-Genosral follows its 
recent endorsement before the com- 
mittee by two of Burleson's chief 
aids. It was understood that Senator 
Simmons told the Postmaster-General 
that sentiment is not strong in the 
committee for inclusion of the Hard- 
wick amendment. The question will 
be brought before the committee 
when it resumes its revision work 
tomorrow. 

The principal 
were: 

Elimination of the general tariff oi 
10 per cent ad valorem on all imports 
(estimated to raise $200,000,000) and sub- 
stitution of excige or consumption taxes 
on sugar, coffee, tea and cocoa. 

Reduction of the House invroascs in 
taxes on cigars, cigarettes and all other 
tobacco products from about 100 tc 
rer cent, with no estimated reductien in 
the $78,200,000 designed to be brought in 
under the House rates. 

Gas Bill Tax Eliminated, 

Elimination of the House taxez of & 
per cent on consumers’ electric light and 
power, gas and telephone bilis, es\imated 
by the House to raise in all $30,000,000. 
The committee, however, proposes to re- 
tain the tax on telegraph and Ionyg dis- 
tance telephone messages. 

Elimination’of taxes on all insurance, 
involving revenug loss of $5,000,000. 

Addition of a new per pound tax upon 
confectionery, estimated to raise from 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 to be paid by man- 
ufacturers. 

Reduction of taxes on soft drinks and 
their ingredients, to make the total levy 
about $15,000,000 instead of $20,000,000. 

With these phases of its task decided 
upon, the committee arranged to have 
Chairman Simmons and Treasury de- 
partment experts make a survey of its 
work to date, to ascertain whether fur- 
ther changes are necessary to arrive at 
a bill roughly totaling $1,500,000,0. ; 

Secretary McAdoo urged Senator Sim- 
mons and other committee members to 
bring out a bill levying near the $1,80,- 
000,000 total of the House, but committee 
sentiment was said to be virtually unan- 
imously against him and in favor of pro- 
viding through short term bonds any 
money needed in excess of $1,600,000,000. 

Tax on Sugar and Cocoa. 

The committee fixed the new excise 
tax on sugar at % cent a pound and 
that on cocoa at $ cents a pound, esti- 
mated to yield respectively $45,000,00C 
and $7,00,000. Coffee and tea rates were 
not definitely determined, but it is ex- 
pected they will remain at 1 and 2 
cents a pound respectively, as fixed by 
the House bill. Taxes on sugar cocoa. 
coffee and tea will be paid directly by 
importers or manufacturers. 

The excise taxes were adopted by the 
committee as a,substitute for the gen- 
eral 10 per cent tariff increase of the 
House. It is estimated the revenues 
would be somewhat less than $200,000,900 
estimated from the proposed tariff levy 
and that they may reach only $150,000.00 

Senators said the House taxes on pub- 
lic utilities, including those on pipe 
lines, transportation, freight, express 
and Pullman accommodations probabiy 
would be retained. 

In reducing the House rates on soft 
drinks and their ingredients, the 
committee, it was stated, proceeded 
with the idea of levying the bulk of 
the taxes upon soda fountain or other 
beverages containing carbonic acid 
gas, and lightening tax burdens on 
syrup and extract manufacturers. The 
carbonic gas rate, however, was re- 
duced from 8 to 5 cents a pound, to 
be paid by the purchaser instead of 
the manufacturer. A reduced rate 
of 1 cent a gallon upon soft drinks 
bottled by the small producer was 
fixed 

Instead of the 10 per cent gross sales 
tax upon syrups and extracts, the fol- 
libwing rates were agreed upon by tne 
committee. Three cents a gailon upon 
those costing less than $1.2 a gallon, 
comprising the bulk of the trade to sod% 
fountain and other general purchasers, 
4 cents on those costing from $1.3 to N 
a gallon; 5 cents on those from 8 to Bi 
a gallon; § cents on those from & to H 
a galion, and 12 cents on those costing

To that end the executive ig em- 
powered by the bill to revoke the neu- 
trality of Brazil in the war between 
the entente and the central Powers as 
soon as the moment is deemed propl- 
tuous. 

The bill now goes to the Senate for 


action.

Mrs. Strong followed her husband 
on the stand. 

Sho was years old when ehe left her 
rome in Knoxville to marry Strong, then 
an aviator in Los Angeles, she said. A 
year later she and her husband left Cal- 
ifornia, and after a trip around the 
country returned to Knoxville. 

“On the night of April 14, 1916, I met 
Bam Lutrell while I was on my way 
to my sister's home from the theater,” 
she said. “He was a good friend of 
my husband's, and when he offered to 
orive me home I accepted. 

“Instead he drove to his garage, say< 
ing his car needed oil. He offered me 
a bottle of beer and I drank it. He 
seemed to have trouble opening the 
second bottle, and after I drank that I 
became helpiess. He took advantage of. 
me then. He thréatened to kill me if 1 
3aid anything. 

“On the night of June % he telephaned. 
me that he had something important to 
tell me. I met him and he told me that 
my husband was joy-riding with some 
sirls. He persuaded me to get into his 
car and drove to his garage again. He, 
choked me when I started screaming.” 

When Mrs. Strong returned home that 
night she was hysterical, she said, She.

If Great Britain can break in 3,000,000 new acres 
to meet her food necessities, how many acres can 
America bring into cultivation? 

In the United States there are 254,945,589 acres 
of unappropriated and unreserved public lands. 
We may set aside most of the land as unavailable 
on account of surface, location and lack of roads 
or other transportation facilities. 
be available. ‘ 
On the other hand, according to the 1910 census, 
there were 400,346,575 acres of unimproved farm 
lands. These lands are either parts of farms that 


Some of it may 


are unimproved or are fertile farm lands held in 
an unimproved state for speculative purposes. The 
greater part now are undoubtedly speculative hold- 
ings. 
Add to these unimproved farm lands held for 
speculation the vast acreage of valuable lands in 
cities and their suburbs, unused and unimproved, 
which are held for speculation and we have a do- 
main for cultivation which, with capable labor, 
would supply ample food for the world’s need. 
The Government, under the pressing demands 
of war, is seeking new sources of revenue and 
at the same time is planning contro! of food sup- 
plies and prices to avoid war prices and starva- 
tion. Taxes are proposed on business, industry, 
incomes. Surtaxes are proposed on incomes and 
business profits. 

Why not tax the unearned increment of land- 
lords, who neither toil nor spin, but draw their 
riches from the labor of others? Why not levy 
surtaxes on unused land, which would make it 
impossible to hold them out of use for speculation. 
Taxes on land values and surtaxes on unused 
land would supply all the revenue the Government 
needs’ without injury to or check on business 
and improvements, and without burdening labor 
or {ncreasing the hardships of the earners of mod- 
erate salaries. It would do more—it would lift 
the burdens from industry, Commerce and im- 
provements and thus reduce the cost of living. It 
would reduce the cost of food by opening a vast 
acreage of unused lands and encouraging produc- 
tion. 

Congress may not levy direct taxes on land, but 
it can tax land through state apportionments. We 
are overlooking the greatest source of unburden- 
some taxation and the greatest cause of limited 
production and high living cost. The war and 
the food problem should awaken us to the truth 
about land. 
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WHAT MEXICO COULD DO. 

Gen. Obregon said at the banquet given to him 
upon his retirement from the Secretaryship of 
War and Navy in Carranza’s Cabinet recently 
that there was good reason why Mexico should 
not enter the Great War. He pointed out Mex- 
ico’s poverty of military resources, and said the 
country could give its allies, should it join in 
the conflict, nothing but “our regards.” 

Mexico could do a great deal more than that, 
should it abandon its neutrality and avow «yin- 
pathy with the aims of the United States. It 
could seize the interned German ships and put 
them into trade to take the place of cargo car- 
riers sunk by the German submarines. In tle 
harbor of Santa Rosalie alone there are 13 Ger- 
man ships, and ashore are many cargoes of much- 
needed copper waiting for ships. She could ;ut 
her people to work growing foodstuffs on an 
agreed, systematized .plan. She could aid us 
greatly in keeping the Mexican coast clear of 
supply stations for German submarines by per- 
mitting our navy to use her ports as bases from 
which to hunt them out. Her active avowed 
alliance with the United States would be of ex at 
value also.in releasing virtually all of the regn- 
lar army remaining on the border for the pregs- 
ing business of training our new levies. 

But she could help us most of all, first, by in- 
terning the members of the very active and intel- 
ligent clique in Mexico City which manufactures 
and spreads German sentiment, and secondly, in 
making sure that no wireless apparatus of suffi- 
cient power to communicate with Germany is on 
Mexican soil. This is an immediate necessity, 
which did not need the alarming leak concerning 
the sailing of our destroyer flotilla to emphasize 
it.

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EAST 8ST. LOUIS’ RACE RIOTS, 

Our information as to the new negro migration 
from the South to the North has heretofore been 
voluminous, but virtually all from one end. The 
departure of the negroes from Southern communi- 
ties has beén resisted, labor agents have been 
threatened with violence and laws of doubtful 
validity passed or recommended to hamper with- 
drawals, which have left some sections short of 
help. 
In the East St. Louis riots we get a view of the 
migration from its other end. A meeting of union 
leaders at the city hall to protest against the negro 
arrivals, estimated at 6000 or 8000 in East St. Louis 
in the last few weeks, was assured of the active 
co-operation of the municipal officials in discour- 
aging the movement, but on dispersing the par- 
ticipants learned of a hold-up by a colored high- 
wayman a few moments before. Attacks on all 
negroes found on the streets and on negro prop- 
erty were at once begun, continuing on the fol- 
lowing night. 
If the coming of these colored laborers is to be 
resented as bitterly in Northern communities as 
their leaving is resented in Southern communi- 
ties, how is the migration movement to be dealt 
with? In the interruption of European immigra- 
tion these negroes have been drawn from their 
former homes by a demand for workers in indus- 


ing. How is the movement so to be regulated 
as to take only the South’s excess of negroes, with- 
out interfering with cotton and food production? 
Doubtless the problem of a proper distribution of 
civilian labor will assume even more serious 
phases before the war is over, m 

Should the influx of negtees accentuate race 
prejudice and create at the North some of the 
evils heretofore distinctive to the South, a duty 
is imposed on the North to combat them much 
more effectively than the South has combatted 
them. A rioter declared Monday night that “there 
is no law against violence” in certain cases. Per- 
petrators of race outrages should be made to know 
that there is such law and that it will be dras- 
tically applied. , 
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H. C. L. IN CITY INSTITUTIONS. 
Of 92 articles listed by the Comptroller as requi- 
site to the maintenance of the city institutions, not 
one is obtainable this year at the price paid last 
year. Flour is up 100 per cent, potatoes 204 per 
cent, sauerkraut 640 per cent. We know why 
onions have advanced 153 per cent at wholesale 
and a much larger percentage at retail. A crim- 
inal combine purchased at a low price the greater 
part of the onion crop of the country and by forc- 
ing an artificial shortage sent the price to out- 
rageous heights. Why, however, have matches 
advanced 500 per cent? The housewife finds that 
even clothespins have gone up through some mys- 
terious influence exerted b# the conditions. 
Relief from the high-cost-of-onion exaction is 
expected as a result of the indictment of 88 indi- 
viduals and firms who thought that the war did 
not raise onion prices fast enough and tried to 
accelerate the advance by criminal practices. 
Why not extend the scope of the relief by indict- 
ing the leaders in some other lines of trade? There 
is no cause but greed for the major part of price 
increases. 


STORM-PROOF BUILDINGS. 
In a region where tornadoes and violent wind- 
storms ‘are prevalent, it would be reasonable to 
expect builders to plan to construct buildings 
especially calculated to resist wind pressure. The 
work of rebuilding the wrecked stores, residences, 
etc., in the recently devastated districts has be- 
gun. And it is more than probable that not one 
builder in a hundred will put.up a new building 
with any regard for the safety factor in construc- 
tion, as against future windstorms. 
This is, in part, because it costs much money to 
build as modern city office and other buildings are 
built—of steel, concrete, heavy stone, planned to 
endure certain calculated strains. But it is also 
due to the fact that there is a widespread belief 
that it is impossible to put up buildings that can- 
not be destroyed by the wind. 
Granting that, in rare igstances, tremendous 
twisting winds might wreck even a médern sky- 
scraper, there can be no doubt that stronger con- 
struction would save many a building in, wind- 
storms of sufficient pressure to throw down the 
kind of buildings now common. In the ordinary 
wooden house, no bolts aré used. The two by four 
scantling is the timber used as a stringer for the 
thin boards of the walls, and the 10-penny nail is 
the strongest binding appliance. Such a building 
cannot stand anything more than a slight strain. 
It would be better to build smaller buildings, 
scientifically planned to resist wind pressure and 
made of such materials as steé] and cement, on the 
skyscraper plan, than to continue to put up the 
cheap, weak, fire-trap and storm-trap structures 
that now cause such loss of life.

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Servants Are Treated 

NTIL the present war, the women 

of France have not taken an es- 

pecially active part in the busi- 

nss and political life of the country. 

Teday, women of all classes are par- 

ticipating in every department of labor 
and in the governmental work. 

Many of them are titled women, but 
because it has seemed more appropriate, 
those who have entered the professions 
and the Government employ have 
dropped those titles. The work which 
these women are doing is of so varied a 
nature as to demonstrate to the whole 
nation that women possess qualities 
which fit them to cope with the work in 
many departments where men have 
heretofore have held a monopoly. 

Mme. Alice Geubel de ia Ruelile, 
licencee on droit Inspctric, Depart- 
mentale du Travail (Ministere du tra- 
vail et de la Prevoyunce Sociale), | 
the fifth woman to study law id France, 
is now in the United States. 

“I was obliged, as a young woman, t» 
earn my own living,’’ says Mme. de la 
Ruelle, “in order to do this, I worked 
hard to prepare myself to become a 
lawyer. | gave up my title and went 
into the law school, encountering, as al) 
the first women did, the opposition of 
the men. But we lived it down, and toox 
our degrees with honor. Women have 
not the freedom to come and go and 
mingle with men, in the comaraderie 
you American women know. 

“lam the only woman in the Govern- 
ment employ who is a lawyer, and I 
have a distinct advantage in my kKnowl- 
edge of law. My work is a most inter- 
esting and engrossing one. 

“No French woman ever marries 
without knowing how to manage her 
home. We go to market ourselves, or 
with the eook, and we determine upon 
our menu after we see what is in the 
market. 

“T cannot conceive of any French 
woman permitting herself to pay any 
prices which merchants may choose to 
ask. We frankly say, ‘No, that is too 
much; we will not have that today 
Here, ducks are cheap today; we will 
have ducks. No, we will not pay 80 
much for this vegetable or that: we 
will take this which is more reasonable.’ 
Or we will leave without buying, and in 
this way we control prices. 

“We have no servants—such as I find 
here. Our Government gives a medal to 
servant. who has been with the 
same family, or branch of it, for W# 
vears. My own servant has been in the 
family for 55 years. In several in- 
stances, during the present war, where 
families have lost much, the servant 
has gone out quietly and earned and 
given it to the family, from a desire to 
help. 

“They are a part of the family. We 
treat them as friends. A French house- 
wife confers with her maid, talks to her 
in a friendly manner, and, so well bred 
are the servants that no self-respecting 
servant ever takes advantage of this. 

“She comes into the dining room when 
she has finished her work, and does her 
sewing. Maids, like their mistresses, 
are frugal and know how to cook and 
buy, how to muke their own clothes. We 
go freely into our kitchens, mg@ke any 
dish we please for the meal, leaving for 
the cook what we like to have her 
make. There is no stigma about this 
working with our maids. All classes 
do it. 

“The maid ‘as only one day a month 
off, although, when her work is done, 
we often permit her to go out for lit- 
tle parties or invite her friends to her 
place of work. Self-respecting maids 
never go out alone at night any more 
than do their mistresses.’’ 

Mme. de La Ruelle hopes to co-oper- 
ate with American women in a mutual 
exchange of ideas and meafhods, so that 
her stay may be fruitful in helpfulness 
on both sides, and bring about a closer 
understanding between the women of 
Franée and America. She has already 
spoken before some of the clubs of Chi- 
cago, and has been asked to direct com- 
paigns of efficiency and thrift.

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| A Park Beautiful .",, Back Yard | 


é¢ PARK in Every Block’’—that is 
the slogan of the “Back-Yard 
Committee,’”” a subcommittee of 
the Woman's Muncipal League, which 
is makine a vigorous campaign for civic 
art and beauty in New York City. And 
a park within each block is quite feas- 
ible, it is shown, if neighbors will co- 
operate; moreover, it need not be an ex- 
pensive undertaking for anyone. 

The city back yard may be inade into 
a garden, a place of beauty, easily, and, 
if the dwellers in the blocks will take 
down the high wooden fences, which 
are, as a rule, unsightly structures, and 
will put up in their place low metal 
fences or hedges, then the simplest gar- 
dens, thus combined, will make a park. 
which all whose homes border upon it 
will enjoy. 

Arid t€ will’mean more light and air, as 
well as beauty, for all. Through this 
league, a specialist in the designing of 
small gardens is planning and execut- 
ing, free of charge, charming gardens 
into which city back yards may be 
transformed at the lowest possible cost. 

“Hitherto beautiful back yards have 
not been considered a social necessity,”’ 
says Rosalie Olin Warner, the garden 
specialist referred to above. 

“People have paid some attention,” 
she continued, ‘‘to beautifying the ex- 
terior Of their homes in front, and their 
front yards when they have any; also 
they have put up window boxes here and 
there, still in front. 

“Up to this time, however, few have 
seemed to thing much of making the 
rear of their places beautiful; they have 
not remembered that one group of their 
neighbors have a view of their back 
yards only, just as other neighbors and 
passersby see merely the front. 

“It ig a simple thing to make a pretty 
garden out of even the smallest city 
back yard 

“It is important to have from the 
first a good plan, even though it be 
carried out by “degrees rather than all 
at once. This makes for unity of design 
and economy. City gardens should be 
planned so as to look cheerful in winter 
and to require little care in summer. 
Brightly painted furnishings and ever- 
green shrubs and vines and red-berried 
plants, like barberries. for instance, are 
easy to introduce and most effective. 

‘‘Aa for paint, there is a brighter shade 
of green which weathers into an at- 
tractive old blue. A wooden bench, 
painted with this, is good looking; it is 
not at all necessary to have marble or 
stone or concrete benches. The butter 
tubs that the grocers discard’ may be 
painted to match and used as contain- 
ers for evergreen shrubs. Japanese 
dealers have more ornamental tubs, rush 
bound, that it is usually easy to get. A 
dovecote, or birdhouse, and a bird bath 
are all good additions to the beauty of 
the garden.” 

Refcre a plan ‘or individual improve- 
‘nent is made, it would be wise and 
profitable to urge neighbors to co-oper~ 
ate by taking down their fences. But, if 
only two.agree to do 50, and their yards 
are side by side, om wack to back, still 
that is a beginning and both of those 
neighbors would profit Dy it, as well aa 
give others an object lesson in civic 
improvement and enccuragement to fol- 
low suit. And they might add that pic- 
turesque touch of a connecting gate and 
trellis archway. Doin« away with those 


yard gardens. Mor-over, the money 
spent on genera! upkeep of the fences 
might be used for the improverient of 
the gardens.
